Save in one or two instances the 
members of council] are quite agreed 
that it 1s incumbent upon them to re- 
sien, and the adverse vote is taken 
to signify a mandate that expenditure 
is to be cut. 

The committee appointed will con- 
elder whether council in addtton to 
stopping extra work should also go 
to the length of reducing current ex- 
penditure, also the reduction of 
staffs, officials salaries. Following 
the lines of a letter submitted by the 
mayor, and also the trend of debate, 
{t 1s possible that some other changes 
may also be suggested. 

Mayor Submits Report. 

The discussion commenced with a 
report from the mayor as follows: 

“IT belleve members of council 
should take cognizance of the financ- 
fal condition of the city owing to the 
defeat of the bylaws on the 31st. ul- 
timo, and at the same time consider 
exactly the position the city is In ow- 
ing to the fact that a lesser amount 
of taxes was paid under the 10 per 
cent Mscount period in 1920 as com- 
pared with 1919. 

“It ts quite possible fhat these two

Millers Dissatisfied With Result Plea 
To Wheat Board For Additional Returns 


WINNIPEG, June 3.—The Free Press has the following special 
lespatch from Ottawa: 

a Honconeattael vee of the millers who have been attending meetings 
of the Canadian wheat board in Winnipeg returned to the cast yester- 
day, dissatisfied with the result of the plea to the board for an In- 
creased share of the returns earned by the board on sales of flonr. 
The claim of the millers relates to the period extending from Septem- 
ber to January, last, during which the domestic price of wheat was 
$2.30 per bushel at the head of the lakes, At that time the millers 
were satisfied to have domestic flour prices prevail at $10.60 per bar- 
rel at Montreal. As the result of the view which the wheat board 
took of the world situation, export sales of flour were made by the 
board during that particular period which brought material returns 
to “the pool.” .Learning later of the successful operations of tho 
wheat board, the millers felt that they should be reimbursed and ac- 
cordingly have petitioned the wheat board for a return of from 40 to 
60 cents per barrel on all flour sold by the board between September 
and January last. The matter is still to be adjusted

Whose Forests? 

Twenty-five per cent. of the 
daily newspapers in Canada are 
liable to have to suspend publiea- 
tion because they cannot get paper 
to print.

Farmers’ Sun. 

The foundation of a dwelling must be

Agriculture is the 
basic industry of the province, yet it is

lor a good many decades rural Ontario 


showed increases, In the period from 1872 
to 1881 there was an increase of 8 per 
cent, in the population of the townships 
of Ontarlo. In that year Protection came 
{nto full forces and immediately the agri- 
cultural poptilation of the province began 
to decrease, In the Inst third of a century 
the rural jopulation of Ontario has de- 
creased 14 per cent, while an increase of 
183 per cent. has taken place in the urban 
centres, despite the advantages of the 
home marktt so greatly lauded by the 
manufacturers. 

If any more striking argument can be 
presented against the continuance of pro- 
tection, we would like to see it.

A rustic cabin camp will be estab- 
Hshed this summer on the shore of 
Lake Windermere, which should help 
to popularize one of the most beauti- 
ful districts in British Columbia, 
From the site of the Camp, roads 
and trails radiate to the Canyons 
formed by the creeks, which in tur@ 
are fed from the iceficlds capping 
the surrounding mountains. From 
this centre it will be comparatively 
easy to visit the spectacular Horse 
Thief Glacier with its great ice cave, 
and the still more spectacular Lake 
of the Hanging Glaciers, where five 
great ice rivers melt into one mar- 
velous lake, 

Between the main line of the 
Rockies and the subsidiar) but 
equally spectacular Selkirk Range 
lies a long and beautiful Valley 
traversed by two rivers, the Col- 
umbia and the Kootenay, which 
eventually after curious turns and 
twists unite their streams far to the 
gouth. In this Valley half way be- 
tween Golden on the main line of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway and 
Cranbrook on the Crow's Nesi 
Branch lies Lake Windermere, a 
warm water lake over ten miles im 
Jength and from one to three miles 
4n breadth.

of the Rockies, Two interesting hot 
aprings are within easy access— 
Fairmont to the sonth, and Sinclair 
Hot Springs in the Sinclair Canyon, 
to the north. At the Sinclair Hot 
Springs a concrete eswimming bath 
has been built which attracts many 
visitors in the Fummer season on ac- 
count of the curative properties of 
the water. 

The peninsula on which Lake 
Windermere Camp has been located 
has already a well established nine 
hole golf course, and owing to its 
pleasant terraces of shady trees and 
{ts sandy beaches 1s ideally situated 
for a summer vacation, In addition

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The Government of the Province of Alberta 


T is just 50 years ago this month since Alberta was made part of the Dominion under the name of Rupert's Land and the Northwest Territories. 
In the following month the Province of Manitoba was erected. In 1871 British Columbia was made a province and as recently as 1905 the gap be- 
tween British Columbia and Manitoba was filled by the autonomous organization of the remaining prairie area into the Provinces of Saskatchewan and 
Alberta. The Province of Alberta is just 15 year's old. 


MOTEs AREA. 


Alberta is seven hundred and fifty miles from north to south and an average of about four 
hundred miles from east to west. It has an area of approximately one hundred and sixty mil- 
lion acres. Half of this is plough land without the need of reclamation. Only half of this has 
yet been alienated as homesteads, pre-emptions, railway, Hudson Bay, irrigation: and school en- 
dowment: At present there are fifteen million acres of surveved land for entry. 


CLIMATE. 

The provitice has an attractive climate. It is‘much more moderate than interior climates 
generally. Its winter season is subject to relaxations from steady cold—its summers are not 
excessively hot. The skies are clear and its chief precipitation period comes in the months of 
June and July and combined with the warmth makes a rapid growing season.

The Canadian Manufacturers’ Association, the National Organization of 
the Manufacturers of Canada, will hold its Annual General Meeting 
at Vancouver, B.C., on June 7th, 8th, 9th and 10th next. In order to 
give some information in regard to the history, objects and organization 
of the Association the following statement is being published. 


HISTORY OF THE ASSOCIATION 
HOUGH the history of The Canadian Manufacturers’ Assoc- 
¥C) iation goes back as far as 1872, for many years it consisted of 

aN} local organizations in two or three principal industrial 
ie centres and its activities were necessarily provincial, with 
5) Ge) the result that, in 1899, when it was launched as a national 
DAC organization, its membership was only about 300. It was 
K<Y incorporated by Act of Parliament in 1902. By 1905 its 
membership had grown to 1,604; by 1910 to 2,450; by 1915 to 3,098, 
and the present membership {s 4,100. From a few isolated groups 
with no common policy, the Association has developed into a national 
organization extending from coast to coast. 


OBJECTS 


According to the Constitution “‘the objects of the Association 
shall be to promote Canadian industries and to further the interests 
of Canadian manufacturers and exporters, and to render such services 
and assistance to the members of the Association, and to manufacturers 
and exporters generally, as the Association shall deem advisable from 
time totime.” 

While the Association has adhered constantly to these objects 
{t has not confined its energies entirely to their pursuit. Through its 
president, its council, its committees and its members, and its general 
activities as an incorporated body, it has striven not only to promote 
and safeguard the interests of its members, but also to contribute in 
every possible way to the national welfare. 


QUALIFICATIONS FOR MEMBERSHIP 


Any individual, firm, partnership or corporation, carrying on in 
Canada, under his or its own name, a manufacturing business that 
gives employment in its mechanical department to not less than five 
employees, shall be deemed to be eligible for active membership. 


GOVERNMENT OF THE ASSOCIATION 


The government of the Association is thoroughly democratic 
and is based on the theory of responsible government. All members 
of the various governing bodies are elected. Any member is eligible 
for the position of president and any member can nominate whom 
he pleases for any office. 


The organization of government is described briefly as follows: 


1. Annual General Meeting. The annual general meeting called in 
June is the supreme governing body. Each member has one vote irrespective of 
the size of the firm he represents and all policies submitted at the annual general 
meeting are determined by open voting, 

2. The Executive Council. The Executive Council is elected by ballot 
on the basis of one member of the Executive Council to every fifty members of the 
Association. The Council governs the Association between annual general meetings. 

3. The Executive Committee. The Executive Committee is a small 
committee elected from the Executive Council, having functions similar to those 
exercised by a board of directors, 

4. Standing Committees. The following. Standing Committees are 
elected annually: 

Transportation Committee Membership Committee Commercial Intelligence 

Tariff Committee Insurance Committee Committee 

Legislation Committee Industrial Relations Publishing Committee 
Committee Education Committee 

These Committees supervise the work of departments bearing the same 
mame and report to the Executive Council, 

5. Officers. The Officers ofthe Association are: 

President Second Vice-President 
First Vice-President Treasurer 

They are clected each year at the general meeting. 

6. Staff. The salaried staff consists of a general manager, general 
secretary, department managers, secretaries and clerical assistants. 


5-0 
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SPECIALIZED DEPARTMENTS 


The Head Office of the Association is situated at 1404 Bank of 
Hamilton Building, Toronto. The Association maintains a number 
of specialized departments which furnish members with various ser- 
vices. These departments are described as follows: 


1. Transportation Department. This department advises 
members on all matters affecting rail and water transportation, and 
also telegraph and telephone communication. 


2. Tariff Department. This department advises members in 
regard to rulings, decisions and regulations of the Board of Customs, 
Orders in Council, entries, post entries, dump duties, refund, draw- 
backs, seizures, etc. It studies the tariffs of other countries in order 
to advise exporters in regard to foreign tariff rates and invoice 
requirements. 


3. Insurance Department. This department gives expert ad- 
vice on all matters pertaining to insurance. It also devotes special 
attention to the study of fire prevention. 


4. Legal Department. This department studies Industrial and 
Commercial Law. 


5. Commercial Intelligence Department. This department 
keeps up to date a list of all Canadian manufacturers and the articles 
which they make. It seeks to inform members of opportunities to 
sell goods, both at home and abroad, and also to furnish information 
where raw material may be bought. 


6. Industrial Relations Department. This department studies 
questions relating to Industrial Relations between employers and 
ergoyoce such as welfare, industrial councils, wages, hours of work, 
and conditions of labor. The Association does not interfere in 
strikes or other labor disputes. 


7. Trade Sections Department. Through this department 
problems of specific lines of trade are studied. 


8. Publishing. The publishing department attends to the 
work of issuing all publications. 


9. Education. The Association has always tried to improve, 


the standard of education in the country especially that of technical 
education. 

10. General. The Association encourages all kinds of research. 
At the present time special committees are dealing with such prob- 
lems as the development of an adequate fuel supply in Carada, pro- 
duction, industrial and scientific research, and technical education.
